the country, and, as it will doubtless be of con- 
siderable interest to our readers, we have con- 
cluded to give a description of it and its opera- 
tions, which may afford some insight into the 
procees of pork manufacturing and the magni- 
tude of a trade which requires such large capi- 
tal and such facilities and employs so many 
men. 
“GOLDEN PORK-HOUSE,’ 

which derives its name from the celebrated 
brand of “Golden Hams,” prepared by this firm, 
has a frontage of 285 feet on Underhill street, be- 
tween Broadway and Baxter avenue, and runs 
back 517 feet to the creek and the railroad track 
connecting the Short-line with the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. The main building is 1% 
feet front on Underhill street, by 240 feet deep; 
and one may form some idea of its proportion 
from the fact that:400 strong pillars support the 
different floors and roof. One bundred pillars, 
12 inches square, are firmly set on the bed rock 
in the cellar, and almost the entire walls are 
bedded onthe solid rock foundation, so that 
there can be no sinking or giving away under the 
immense weight it is destined to sustain. Nearly 
1,000,000 feet of lumber, 700,000 bricks, and 1,10) 
perches of stone masonry have been used in its 
construction. One hundred and fifty windows 
and doors, with 300 feet of glass sky-light 5 feet 
wide, give the greatest abundance of light, and 
any amount of ventilation that the state of the 
weather may require. 

The firsttwo stories are built of stone, the 
walls being two feet thick, and all the windows 
protected by strong iron bars, and provided 
with sash and glass, and shutters on the inside, 
to render it emtirely dark, if desired. The next 
two stories are of hard brick, the walls respec- 
tively eighteen and thirteen inches thick, and the 
whole covered with the Falls City patent roofing 
composition. 

Immediately in the rear of the building is the 
engine-house, two stories high, 24 by 50 feet. 
This is connected with four smoke-houses, each 
12 by 42 féet, which open out into the packing 
room, two stories high. The smoke-house and 
encine-house are attached to the rear, and may 
be said to form a part of the main building, be- 
ing separated only by a wall. 

All the abéve buildings are Of stone and brick. 

In the rear of these are the bog pens, a new fea- 
ture in that line, consisting of a strong and sub- 
stantial building. well covered with composition, 
96 feet by 110 feet, three stories high, divided into 
12 pens, provided with water-pipes and troughs 
in eack, and capable of holding 3 ,000 hogs, where 
they can be watered. fed, and cared for, secure 
from snow and rain, which is a great protection 
against loss of hogs in inclement weather. These 
pens are 30 arranged that hogs can be driven, by 
a series of gangways, from any pen up into the 
third story,and from thence, through a strongly- 
built and cevered shute, five feet wide and 
eighty feet long, into the killing-house, situated 
in the southwest corner of the fourth story of 
9 n FOURTH STOR

country, the killing, scalding, scraping, gutting, 
riding, hanging, chopping, trimming and render- 
ing, is all done in this fourth story, everything 
working with a system and regularity equal to

At the end 
of the scraping-bench the hogs are put on gam- 
mon sticks and hung on grooved wheels running 
on a railway; along which they are passed to the 
washer, on to the gutter and lard-raiser, who 
performs his work with surprising deftness and 
rapidity,and the animal is then washed by 
patent hog-washers and the cleaning process fin- 


ished. 

From the time the hogs leave the seraping 
bench they are passed along a railway from 
hand to hand, as above described, till after 
the last washing they are pushed around a 
curved track to the rear of the men engaged in 
the cleaning operation, and left for the hog 
hanger. This is an ingeniously arranged, double- 
pronged lever, hung on a wheel which rung on a 
railway extending nearly across the building, in 
front of long banging ways, capable of holding 
3,000 hogs. The hooked prongs of this lever are 
placed under the gammon sticks, the dressed 
hogs are lifted from the railway and pushed 
along to the way in which it is intended to hang 
them, and there delivered to a hand who slides 
them along the way till that row is full, when 
another is commenced. These hanging arrange- 
ments are as simple, complete and easily managed 
as it is possible to make them. The whole ope- 
ration of hanging the hogs is accomplished by 
means of the lever and railway, which entirely 
does away with the old manner of carrying the 
hogs on the shoulders of men and them 
on hooks, thus saving great expense, time and 
bard labor. 

Immediately behind the gutting way is the gut- 
reding room, with six large washing bores and 
eyery convenience for thoroughly cleaning the 
gut lard, which is then thrown and spread on 
racks in the same room and left to drain and 
bleach before rendering. 

On the north side of the room are the cutting 
and trimming benches. From the hanging ways 
only a few feet distant, three hogs are thrown 
ona high truck,and conveyed by one man to 
the chopping-block, where they are cut up by 
two men with huge cleavers, who make only 
two or tbree strokes each toa bog, and almost 
in a twinkling the different pieces are passed to 
their respective trimmers. Hams and shoulders 
are tossed to one beach and sides to another, the 
benches being on each side of the chop- 
ping-block. The leaf lard is torn off 
and handed to a man who taxes off 
the kidneys and prepares the lard for rendering. 
The trimmers do their work with wonderful 
ekilland rapidity. There is a slash or two of 
their keen knives, and each piece is ready 
to be put into a long chute which extends to the 
lower floor, with arrangements on each floor by 
which the piece can be stopped at either, as de- 


sired. 
We have thus followed the bogs from the pen 


to the salting room, and it will be noted that 
they are managed with less handling than prob- 
ably in any other house of the kind in the coun- 
try. But there is one more object of interegt in 
the fuurth story: Atthe rearendof the room, 
partitioned off from the cutting and trimming 
apartment, is the tank or lard-rendering room, 
where three tron and twelve wooden tanks are 
charged with fet,and have every contrivance 
and application of water and steam to facilitate 
operations. Thé wooden tanks are used for ren- 
dering out prime leaf lard, and are built 
in the most substantial manner, after a new 
pattern, making them capable of running with 
almost as high a pressure of steam as iron tanks.

The steam and water arrangements to every 
part of the house are also complete and ample 
for any possible emergency. The boilers, steam 
drum and all steam pipes are covered and pro- 
tected by King’s composition boiler felting, by 
which ft is clatmed that a large percentage of 
steam is saved and transmitted directly to the 
‘tanks and scalding-tab free ef condensation.

The firm have also every convenience in the 
brine-yard for priming and storing pork and 
lard. 


The entire buildings are most amply supplied 
with gas, and water plugs and hose are placed 
in every story to guard against fire. 
laid in pitch between, which makes the floor all 
water-tight; and they have eight inches rise in 
the center and so gradually inclined to each 
side as to make a scarcely perceptible slope, but 
sufficiently to afford drainage each way into six- 


In fact it appeared to us as if nothing could be 
added to make this establishment the first of its 
class in the country. There seemed to be no 


building that could be of the slightest. use in 
economizing time, space and labor, and 
nothing is allowed to go to waste. The 
hair, the feet, the scraps fit for sausage- 
meat, the ribs and the backbone are all sold at 
the counter in the offal-room. The head is some- 
times cured for the sake of jowl and greens, but 
it is generally thrown into the tank and rendered 
up with other portions of the bog. Even the 
entrails are disposed of in that way. The dif- 
ferent tanks admit the skimming of the last 
drop of grease from the boilers, and the refuse 
is finally sold for manure. 

The capacity of the establishment, with a 
good crew of hands, is about 2,000 hogs daily. 
The average time employed in putting a hog 
through the enthe process of killing, scalding, 
cleaning, gutting, washing, cutting and 
trimming, until it is Goally packed in barrels or 
salted in bulk, is about twenty seconds, or 
three per minute. Of course this does not in- 
clude the waits, while the hog is hanging to cool 
off and while the meat is lying in the first salt, 
or being smoked, but only the actual time em- 
ployed in handling it from the pen to the barrel.

Austria’s Danger. 

Matters are evidently coming to a crisis 
in ‘Austria; ‘but political afthirs aré in such 
a chaotic. condition in that country that it 
is hard to forma correct idea of them 
from the sparse and confused cable dis- 
patches that reach us in regard to the min - 
isterial changes of the Empire of the Haps- 
burgs. The retirement of Bevst as Chan- 
cellor, however, is so important an event 
in the political history of Europe that we 
must here give a short review of the causes 
that may have occasioned his disgraca, 


d the probable consequences that will 


ensue from it. 

We would hardly attempt to give a full 
explanation of the political occurrences in 
Austria for the last three’ years, for they 
art so intrigate, and require so close a fa- 
miliarity with the sentiments and aspira- 
tions of the many different and conflicting 
nationalities that inhabit Austria, that it 
would be next to an impossibility to give a 
clear insight into this matter, to the gen- 
eral reader, with the limited space at our 
service. Suffice it to state that the Empire 
has been a prey to constant struggles be- 
tween Mégyars, Slavonians and German- 
Austrians for the ascendancy, and has 
been brought almost to the verge of ruin 
by these constant cententions. The 
former nationality has for some 
years, led an almost inde- 
pendent existence, but the western half of 
the empire has sinee then been fought for 
by Slavonfans and Germans, the latter hav- 
ing the ascendancy, being much favored 
by the constitution of theempire, although 
numerically less than the Slaves. When 
the Hohenwarth Ministry came into power 
last spring, however, a complete change 
took place, HoHENWARTH. attompted 0 
forestall the impending erisis by great 
concessions to the Slavic element of the 
population, but the Slaves became now so 
arrogant and impudent in their demands 
that all the other elements of the popula- 
tion, and even the Magyars (Hungarians), 
protested against such concessions. Bzusr, 
the Chancellor of the Empire, and An- 
pDRASSY, the Premier of the Hungarian di- 
vision, declared to the Emperor that these 
concessions would lead tv a dissolution of 
the empire. To give more weight to this 
declaration, Count Von Brust and the 
whole Hungarian Ministry handed in their 
resignations, alleging aga reason that they 
could not remain in office in case complete 
independence were granted to the Slaves. 
This declaration brought about the fall of 
the Hohenwarth Ministry and the rejection 
of the demands of the Slaves. A new 
ministry for the, Western provinces 
was formed, and Baron KSLLERSPERG 
was placed at its head. 

This was a great triumph for Count 
BEST, a4 so we can but wonder at his 
sudden resignation. As We have said 
above, the news we have received by cable 
gives us but a very unsatisfactory explana- 
tion of the causes that moved the Chancel- 
lor to such a step in the very face of his 
triumph. Hasthe Emperor regretted the 
measures he took against the Slaves, and 
does he favor them again? Has the new 
Ministry assumed too centralizing a policy 
and come in conflict with the Magyars, or 
has Count Von Bevst simply recognized 
the impossibility of saving the empire, and 
does he leave it as rats leave a sinking 
ship? It would be hard to find g proper 
answer to these questions until we have 
more details than those furnished to us by 
the cable. 

Brust, for a long time the rival of Bis- 
MARCK in Germany, has occupied for sev- 
eral years so prominent a position on the 
political horizon of Europe that a short 
review of his history in Austria will not 
prove uninteresting. Brust had been pre- 
vious to the war of 1866 Prime Minister of 
Saxony, but when that State became de- 
pendent to Prussia he went to Austria, and 
entered its state service. Austria was, 
after its defeat by Prussia, in a deplorable 
condition, and suffered under the weight 
of an intolerable political and religious 
despotism. Its nationalities were on the 
eve of separating, and the dissolution of 
the empire seemed impending, while the 


weak Belcredi Ministry was unable to pre- 


vent it. 

Such was the condition of affairs when 
Brust was called to the head of the Aus- 
trian Ministry. The feeling of independ- 
ence among the national elements of Aus- 
tria was manifesting itself so strongly that 
Bxver, comprehending that centralization 
was no longer possible, granted independ- 
ence from the rest to the most powerful 
nationality of. Austria, the Magyars. He 
transformed the Empire of Austria into an 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy, with sep- 
arate Chambers and a separate Ministry. 
From that day Austfia was divided into 
two parts, with twocapitals, Vienna for the 
western provinces and Pesth for Hungary. 
These two countries together formed the 
Austrian Empire, and had conjointly three

SALE OF THE SIA HUNDRED BONDS. 

The 600 bonds mentioned in the mortgage to 
Winslow of June 1, 1855, were purchased by 
Samuel J. Walker at fifty cents on the dollar. It 
was stipulated that one-helf the bond-holders of 
the company could require the trustee to insti- 
tute proceedings to sell the property on default 
in payment being made. 

CONDITION OF THE COMPANY. 

Plaintiff? secured the right of way, and con- 
structed ite road from Covington to Paris, in 
Bourbon county, a distance of eighty and a 
quarter miles, and secured the right of way and 
completed the grading from Paris to Lexingtoa, 
and did other labor, and expended large sums 
of money in the construction of the roa i in 
Fayette county. Plaintiff filled the road with 
rolling stock and other means and ap- 
pliances necessary for the successful and 
profitable operation of a railway; and 
leased roads from Paris to Nicholasville, and 
run them as part of its road. Plaintiff derived 
large profits from running of the road, amply 
sufficient, after the completion of the way to 
Paris, to pay all current expenses of operating 
end keeping the same in repair and stocked, and 
all accruing interest on its debt. and sufficient 
beside to create a sinking fund to pay off ita in- 
debtedness, which, it is alleged, would have been 
done but for the grievances hereafter men- 
tioned, and but for the same grievances it is

ANSWER OF DEFENDANTS.

The third wound was about the 
crown of the head, with a fracture and dépres- 
sion of the skull and scalp. There was no care- 
fulexamination of the latter wound, as there 
was not the least shadow of a hope of affording 
any relief. The wounds were undoubtedly 
made with the poll of the ax.

purchased large amounts of the bondaof the 
company, secured by its mortgagés, especially 
those known_as the third-mortgage bonds. and 
also income bbnds, at heavy discounta—in some 
instances almost at nominal prices—with the 
full knowledge that the third-mortgage bonds 
were issued and sold, as before mentioned, at 
fifty cents on the dollar. He did this for the 
purpose of speculating at the expense of 
the plaintiff, buying up such claims at a 
great discount, and receiving the entire amount 
of the same, and fcr the purpose, after the sale 
of the road as hereafter mentioned, to prevent 
proceedings by plaintiff or other interested par- 
ties, for frecovering the road back again.
